The E. K. Collins, from the Sault for Cleve- 


land, left thutoity latt night, between » and 10 
o'clock. 


Abo«t midnight the boat waa discovered to 


be on bre, a little below Maiden,and near the 
light bousa, at the mouth of the river. Before 
the boat could be got ashore, she wa* complete- 
ly enveloped in Haute*, and !W persons perished 
either in the flames or tbe water. 


The firu undoubtedly originated from the 


steerage pasteugert,emptying their pipes, filled 
with burning tobacco, into the light woodwork 
of ibt> deck*. When tht* tire wa* tirst discov- 
ered, it spread with such rapidity,that every ef- 
fort to check it wat unavailing. The fire en- 
gine* were all in readiness, with the best) 
•urowed on, and were brought to bear on the 
tire iu less Uiau a minute ; but the smoke and 
flames «uon drore every man from the engine. 
In less than two minutes the whole boat was in 
Bames, and the (iMauuger* and crew were com- 
pelled tu leave. 


The life-boats, which were in perfect readi- 


ness, were reached about the time theflune* 
reached the quarter deck, but thu uien who 
went to lauuun them, were immediately driven 
away. 


Tttere were life-preservers, Boats and boards 


sufficient tu sustain 6uo people, but in the fright 
and consternation of tbe p&»»«ng<»«, they failed 
to utetbeui.ttud in some c.isei threw themselves 
into the water without even an effort to secure 
support. 


It is supposed that nine passengers and four- 


eeu of thu crew were drowned—but it U at 
resent difficult to ascertain, a* some swam on

The boat waa headed for the shore, and tbe 
ugine stopped as noon tui possible, butthepas- 
enge-rs cuiuweuued juinpiug overboard as the

Fortunately, tbe propellerFiotry,Capt.Lang- 


ey, wan but a little w ay out in tbelaku, on her 
vay to thin city, with a large load of freight— 
;»ptain Langlcy immediately started for tbe 
cone of diaaitter and death. Aft »oon as he/ per- 
eived that it wag a steamer un fire, he ordered 
p all bis crew, and stationed men at his boats, 
eady to launch them at a wument'a notice. As 
oon as bu reached the spot.the boats were low- 
rod, and the struggling passengers in thu wa- 
ur exhorted tu kuep up courage, aa asiistance 
as nuar. 
The current at this point sweeps out strong- 
' into the lake, and must of the survivors had 
limped over front the after part of the boat, 
hich had twuug round into the stream. Had 
not been for the propeller and her boats,they 


mu«t have been immediately drowned. The 


lurk, engineer and others of tbe crew and pas- 
ungers, were hauled on board tbe buat«,n«arly 
xhuusted, and some of them burned more or 
t-nn badly. 


The diitire crew oftlieFinlry behaved nobly 
nd did everything in their power to relievo the 
ni'ortiin.itu. Clothing wa* provided, and those 
ho were entirely exhausted were wrapped up 
n blankets and put tu bed. The rescued pai- 
eiigera speak in the warmest terms of Capuiu 
angloy and hU cruw.
